Will Probably Cost 


. About $160,000. 


Engaged as It Is in the stupendous 


task of carefully delving

Monday afternoon 


upon the new Fort Wayne municipa 
lighting plant, the board of public 
works has not yet reached a point 
where awards can be made for an 
portion of the work, and it is saU 
that no contracts aro likely to be 
entered into before next week. Ou 
of such examination of the mass o 
proposals as has thus far been possi 
ble, however, conies the gratifying 
indication that the bids are withii 
the engineer's estimates, and that th 
system can be constructed for a tola 
cost of something like $160.000. 


The greater portion of today has 


been devoted to a consideration of 
the bids on those sections of the work 
dealing with the power question, as 
between the gas, oil and turbine type 
of engines, and with the electrical 
equipment best adapted to the vari- 
ous types. While no decision has been 
reached, It is believed the chances 
are largely in favor of the selection 
of the steam-power proposition. In 
the matter of electrical equipment 
the bids show the 
keenest sort of 


competition between the Fort Wayne 
Electric works and the Westinghouse 
company, with the price advantage,

New York. Juno 25.—Seven persons,

Building Was Ancient. 


The collapsed building was a four- 


story affair, built more than 
fifty 


years ago at Walker and Lafayette 
streets. It belonged to the Moso Tay- 
lor estate, and for some days has been 
in a dangerous condition because of 
excavations for a new building on the 
adjoining 
premises.

had 
been 


shored up but the constant rumbling 
of subway trains a block away was 
too much for it in its weakened con- 
dition and it fell In finally at 2 o'clock 
this morning. 
Most of the tenants, 


warned by the ominous creaking, fled 
from the'building a few minutes be- 
fore it collapsed.

thus scoring a victory for the defense. 
Judge Loving then took the stand ;and 
continued his testimony from the point 
where he stopped yesterday. 


Hears Painful Story. 


He said that on the morning of April 


22 Harry Sneed came into his office 
and with some hesitation said he had 
a most painful story to tell as to an 
occurrence to his daughter. Sneed said 
while he tSneed) was out buggy riding

All reported the 
ebel movement as a most pretentious 
me, with an army organized after 
Suropean methods. War notes, which 
he rebel leaders promised to redeem 
at two face value after the fall of 
Canton, were being issued, proclama- 
ions posted and everything carried 
out in form. 


Most of the arms used are French 


quick firing rifles and machine guns, 
smuggled during the past three years 
)y way of Amoy and Canton. 


After capturing the towns on the 


way to Swatow, 
the 
rebel forces 


moved again 
northward, seemingly 


making toward Canton. Huichou, on

out World at Peace Meet. 


Te Hague, June 25.—-The president

Christian churches throughout the 
world, headed by Very Rev. William 
Henry Fremantle, dean of Ripon, who 
presented an address urging the con- 
ference to ensure peace, justice and 
humanity.

FIND THE LAST BODY. 


Eleventh Victim of Launch Disaster is 


Recovered. 


Washington, June 
25.—A 
tele- 


gram from Admiral Bern', command- 
ant of the Norfolk navy yard, re- 
ports the finding today of the body 
of Seaman Frank B. Plumlee. who 
was one of the eleven who wentto the 
bottom of Hampton Roads in the ill- 
fated launch of the battleship Min- 
nesota on the night of June 10 and 
the recovery of 
whose 
body com- 


pletes the list of those who lost their 
lives. 


While it was impossible to obtain, 


during the morning hours, a state- 
ment from members of the board re- 
garding the matter, there was a well- 
defined rumor current about the city 
hall that the board had determined to 
abandon consideration of the bids on 
engines which developed power from 
gas or oil, and that the steam power 
type of engines would be the one fin- 
ally adopted.

with the idea of the gas and oil en- 
gines, but the price is the obstacle. 
Hence the determination to proceed 
upon tie basis of steam as the power, 
though it is said that if the practic- 
ability of the gas and oil engines are 
more thoroughly demonstrated by ad- 
ditional years of use, they can be in- 
stalled in the Fort Wayne plant and 
the steam equipment held as a re- 
serve power. 


The board of works, with Mayor 


Hosey and Engineer Ford, resumed at 
8:30 o'clock- this morning the consid- 
eration of bids where the work ceased 
at 11 o'clock last evening. The ses- 
sion was held in

city council 


chamber, and during the day repre- 
sentatives of a number of the firms 
whose bids seemed most likely to fig- 
ure in the competition were called 
before the board to explain their ma- 
chinery in greater detail and to make 
such explanations as were desired by 
the board and the engineer.

Indianapolis. June 25.—The Indiana 


supreme court held today 
that the 


state has the right to regulate traffic 
iu liquors and to license saloons. Thia 
decision was had on appeal of the 
case in which 
Judge 
Christian, of 


Hamilton county, held that all liquor 
laws In Indiana are unconstitutional, 
that saloons have no legal existence 
and that saloons are per se a public 
nuisance which the state has no right 
to license. 
Today's 
decision holds 


that saloons are not a public nui- 
sance if the laws for their regulation 
are enforced. 


The case decided is known as the 


Sopher case from Hamilton county. 


Judge Jordan's Decision. 


After reciting tho charge that So- 


pher kept a place for the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors at retail 
without 


stating that it was dieordely or other- 
wise conducted, and that the court ex- 
cluded all evidence tending to show 
that Sopher's saloon was operated un- 
der a county license, Judge Jordan 
said In deciding the case: 


"In fact, this prosecution may be 


said to proceed on the theory that the 
sale alone of intoxicating liquors a1 
retail in a room or place kept for tha 
purpose, such liquors to he drank as i 
beverage on the premises where sold 
constitutes a .public nuisance per se 
That this is the theory of counsel fo 
the state is by the latter conceded. 


Limitations of Courts. 


"It is not within the province of the 


judges of this court, nor that of the 
lower courts, in the discharge of their 
official duties, to criticise the policy 


It must be evident to every unpro 


udlced mind that a court cannot 
trike down or nullify an act o£ the 
eglslature on the mere idea or as- 
ertion of persons assailing it that a 
cense granted 
thereunder permits 


he license to maintain a public nula- 
nee per se by merely selling intoxi- 
ating liquors, without violating arty. 
3f the laws of the state in conducting 
he place In which such liquors ara 
sold, for, as heretofore shown, -what- 
ever is authorized by an act of the

,ent, under the constitution, to pasis, 
a not, in the eye of the lavr, a nuis- 
ance. 


'While all citizens of this state hava 


a perfect right to cry out or declare 
upon the hustings or before the 1'agta- 
lature or other assembled bodies, that 
the liquor traffic cannot he legalized 
without committing a sin, and Voile 
their arguments might be-Boffldently, 
potent to persuade or Induce the legis- 
lature to absolutely prohibit the traf- 
fic, they could be of no avail before 
a court which can neither make noj4 
unmake laws.

Senator Knox In 
beginning his 


speech said the federal control over 
commerce was granted chiefly as a 
safeguard 
against 
commercial

prisals between the states. In somo 
respects, he said, it was the greatest 
power lodged in the general govern- 
ment. He said the necessity for exer- 
cising the national power arose large- 
ly out of the failure of states to regu- 
late wisely great corporations. This 
failure by the states 
led to many 


abuses, which 
only federal action 


could correct. 


The legislation which was proposed 


to the Fifty-seventh congress to meet 
the situation ..was: 


1. That In respect of railroad rebates, 


the omission in the act to regulate com- 
merce to punish the beneficiary should 
lie supplied by Imposing a penalty not 
only upon thn carrier who gave but upon 
the shipper who received such rebates, 
and thnt the power of the equity courts 
to restrain such practices at the suit of 
the United States should be made certain 
by statute. 


2. That it should be made unlawful 
to transport traffic by carriers subject 
to the act to regulate commerce at any 
rate less than such carriers' publisher] 
rate, and that all who participated In the 
violation of such law should be punished. 


3. That a. comprehensive plan should 
be framed to enable the government to 
get at all the facts bearing: upon the or- 
ganization and practices of concerns en- 
gaged in int.ersta.te .and foreign com- 
merce essential to a full understanding 
thereof. 


4. Another step in legislation which 
was earnestly recommended wag an act 
to speed the final decision, of cases under 
the inter-state commerce and anti-trust 
law. 


Aim to Secure Equality.

intended to secure equality in trans- 
portation 
and 
reasonableness 
in 


charges. 
The power to regulate, he

First, I shall restate the existing rule, 
as It has been judicially determined, in 
these words: Congress has the power to 
refrulate interstate commerce, which In- 
cludes tbe power to regulate the means 
or instrumentalities by which commerce 
is conducted. 
The new proposition is this: 
Congress 


has the power to regulate commerce, in- 
cluding its Instrumentalities, and like- 
wise power to regulate the persons by 
whom articles of commerce are produced 
In respect to matters disconnected with 
commerce. 
This 
addition to the rule 
finds expression in the suggestion to pro- 
hibit the interstate transportation of in- 
ocuous articles lawfully made or produced 
in the state for reasons affecting in- 
terstata commerce. 


Is Production Commerce? 
Let us now consider whether the regu- 


lation of the business of producing arti- 
cles which may in whole or In part go 
into interstate commerce dy denying to 
the owner the privileges of interstate 
commerce for reasons not affecting such 
commerce is a regulation of commerce. 
In other words, is tho mere production 
of gooOs commerce? If it is not. then can 
congress regulate such production within 
a state under the constitutional power 
to regulate interstate commerce? 
It would be difficult to overstate tbe 


importance and seriousness of the ques- 
tion thus presented, as upon its ultimate 


may be, the autonomy sof the states in 
substantially all matters of internal po- 
lice.In my judgment, the power to regulate 
commerce between the states does not 
carry with It the power to prohibit com- 
merce, unless the prohibition has for its 
purpose the facilitation, safety, or pro- 
tection of commercial Intercourse, or tbe 
accomplishment of some other national 
purpose. 
The power to regulate interstate com- 


merce does not extenfl to the laying of an 
arbitrary embargo upon the lawfully pro- 
duced, harmless products of a state, nor 
to the right to defeat the policy of a 
state as to its own Internal affairs. 


Equality of Commercial Right. 


I concede that the national power to 
regulate interstate commerce carries with 
it the right to prohibit commerce in or- 
der to secure equality 
of 
commercial 
right, or to prevent restraint of or Inter- 
ference with commerce, but not to pro- 
hibit the shipment of the inocuous pro- 
ducts of producers within a stntc who 
are pursuing a course sanctioned by the 
laws of the state, and in nowise In itself 
interfering with ir.terstnte commerce. 
If 


prohibition of interstate trad" is -within, 
the arbitrary powers of congress. It ml.cht] 
ho exercised so ns to exclude tho products' 
of particular states or sections of the 
country. 
Congress then might prohibit 


the shipment of cotton or wheat to pro- 
mote the interests of wnnl nr cnrn. 


The sum of th'; matter Is this: 
For 
the purpose of prolcotlnc commerce con- 
press may close its channels t" thnso wh" 
: ftr» Injuriously affecting it. but for the 
purpose of enforcing a mire cnilghtcmvJ 
policy in respect to matters not'within 
the jurisdiction of congress It ha? no such 
nower.

New York, June 25.—Mrs. Russell 


Sage has delivered to the Sage Foun- 
dation securities of the market value 
of $300,000, the income on which is to 
be applied for an institute, of path- 
ology to be carried on in connection 
with the city hospital and city home 
on Blackwell's island. The securities 
will yield an annual income of from 
?12,000 to $14,000, and the money will 
be used to pay the salaries of the 
pathologist and his assistants and for 
the equipment and further construc- 
tion of new buildings. 


Mrs. Sage, Robert W. DeForest. her 


legal adviser, and Drs. E. G. and T. C. 
Janeway believe the institution can 
be built up in much the same way as 
the pathological institution of the city 
of Frankfort, Germany, which, until- 
Baron von Senkenburg, by endow- 
ment, raised it to be one of the great 
scientific hospitals of Germany, was 
almost unheard of as a municipal in- 
stitution. 


Purpose of the Institute, 


Dr. Theodore C. Janeway, who In- 


crease the expectancy of life for every 
individual by twelve years, but that 
this expectation only held good before 
tho age of 40, after which our expec- 
tation of life is no greater than that 
of our forefathers. This, he said, was 
because the prevention o£ disease had 
been' so far only through a study and 
knowledge of infectious disease which 
kill especially the young.
